BEHIND THE BARS, 


Arrest of tlio Author of the Little Ridcsu, 


Canada, Butchery, Scar 


Montreal. 


An Account of the Slaughter, Nar- 


rated by One of theJSurvivors. 


, Jan. 4.— Tho carnago nt Littlo 


Eidoau has caused a sensation throughout the 
dominion, and one hears nothing but venge- 
ance doolarod against tho hideous murderer. 
A visit to tho acono ol tho tragedy shows 
plainly how excited tho inhabitants aro and 
how roetleBd they will remain until tho crim. 
iaal is in the hands of justice. Tho homo oi 
tho unfortunate Cooke family is immodiatolj 
opposite tho village ot Greece's Toiut, oil 
tho other sido of tho Ottawa river, in Little 
liidoau. Tho houso is of stone, urn-rounded by 
largo open fields. Tho doctors testified at the 
inquest that an attempt at rape had been mado 
on Emma Cooko, the first victim supposed to 
have been killed, consequently it is the general 
opinion that Mnnniu attempting his vihTpur- 
pose killed hor. Tho evidence proved she died 
by strangulation, and it 13 presumed that 
when ho put tho noose which caused death 
around her neck ho did not intend to kill her. 
Finding hor dead, he seeina to have become 
convinced that tho only way of escaping de- 
tection was to do away with tho whole family. 
In 
an interview 
with Margaret Cooke, a 


young lady survivor, she said her first 
intimation of trouble was a loud ehrieli 
or 
moan 
from . her 
broibor 
George's 


room, which awakened both her and hei 
sister Fannie. F.ushiug into tho room in 
which her brother George slept, she found 
George in bed severely wounded. The twc 
brothers alcpt iu different boils, and the noise 
made by George bad roused William, and 
wlioti the two "sisters entered thny fount] 
AVilliim, who had bora struck on tho head with 
tho ax used on his brother in a desperate en- 
counter with tho young servant, Frederick 
Maun. She did not hesitate a moment, but 
threw hei'.iolf into the struggle, and caught the 
uplifted nx, which hor brother was endeavor- 
ing to keep from striking him in the face. 
Man nfonght her like a tiger, but her streams 
brought her sister Fannie to the rescue, and 
then there weru two girls aud a wounded 
nun agtiinst tho villian. It was a desperate 
struggle and in the sevorityjof it the bud wa; 
overturned, 
with

The bravo littlo horoina 
triumphed, and

Maggiu shouted to 1'auiiio to escape 
through tho'wlndow into an iidjoiuicg room, 
but before she could get away Maun had 
seized the lamp-stand and hurled it at her, 
striking hor on tho oar." He then turned 
and tied down tho stairs, when the girls de- 
termined to go for holp. On reaching the fronl 
door Maggie wns a^ain encountered by the 
iicml who menaced nor from the kitchen door 
with a pokor. Luckily JfinS Prate, tho school 
toacbor, was passing, and Maggie called to hor 
to go for assistance. Tho J>urron, Boss and 
Kirby families, all of whom reside quite 
near, wero Boon on tho spot Earron armed 
with

dirk hnifo, 
and

with an ax, sought on-, the whereabouts of the 
murderer, believing ho wns hiding somewhere- 
ubout tho house. Xo trace was found ot him, 
save tracks leading to the river ioe, over wliich 
he oacapod.

sistance, which was at band as soon as pos- 
sible. 
All that could be 
done for relief 


was douo at once, l-'anm'o Cooko lius in bud 
severely wounded in tho head and prostrated 
from tho weakness brought about by tho 
shock. Maggie is able to sit up, and though 
wounded iu the shoulder in tlm struggle is 
able io converse with friends. William Cooke'a 
injuries are believed fo bo fatal, and at mid- 
day he was sinking, Goorgo wae unconscious 
utter the first blow of tho ax. Tho murderer 
had boon exceptionally well treated by the 
family. Every effort is being made for his ar- 
rost. Xo doubt is felt as to the murderer's 
intention being to kill the whole family and 
escape with the valuables. That bo premedi- 
tated the affair is not iibsolntely known, bub a 
Higniiicant circnmstanLVi in connection with 
the murder is Hint ho allied the previous even- 
ing of ;ho family whidi W.'IB tho nearest railway 
station to tlift.honso. It irf riiippo.-iiiil ho had 
then formed bin iminlorO'JH LHinij;n, knowing 
the yor.ng members of the family would be 
absent to a party. 
That they returned may 


have been a surprise to him, It did no'., 
however, prevent him from accomplishing bin 
purpose,

evening in n French nott.iomont, ten miles east 
of Ln Cbutoand about thirty miles miles north- 
vest of Montreal.
